The prior art of record does not disclose, among other features, wherein if the second e-mail 
message is received at the subscriber e-mail box prior to disposition of the first e-mail message 
in the subscriber e-mail box, deleting the first e-mail received notification message from the 
subscriber voicemail box; wherein deleting the first e-mail received notification message 
includes searching the subscriber voicemail box for a voicemail message having the_ unique 
identification tone, and wherein after deleting the first e-mail received notification message, 
includes: constructing, annotating, and transmitting the second email received notification to a 
subscriber voicemail box.
